There ngeds not any more evident 
Argument ot this happy Sexes Pre-emi- 
nence, than to te flect, That the moſt 
worthy of all Creatures that ever was or 
will be, was a Woman, vix. the bleſſed 
Virgin. Nor is this any other than one 
of Ariftotle's own Arguments, That 
kind of which the beſt is more noble than 
the Zeſt of another tina, js it ſelf more 
noble than that other lind: now of the 
Female kind the Virgin Mary is the beſt, 
Ia the Male there aroſe not a greater 
than Fohn Baptiſt; and how much that 
facred Virgin, who is exalted above all 
the Qwires of Angels, doth ſurpaſs him, 
there is no Catholickſo ignorant but un- 
derſt nd. In like fort we may argue, 
That A whoſe worſt is worſe than 
the worſt of another kind, is it ſelf infe- 
riar tO that other kind: but we know, 
that the worſt and vileſt of all Creatures 
is Man; whether we underſt and it of 
that wretched Fades, who committed 
high treaſon againſt, the King of Kings, 
and of wliom tis aid, Ir had beeggeod

for him not to bave been born; or whe- 


ther there ſhall hereafter ariſe an Axti- 
cbriſt worſe than he, in whom ſhall 


dwell all the power of Satan. And

whereas we nowhere read of any Wo- 
man damm d. But to proceed; 1 
Nature her ſelf gives a ſuffrage to our 
Aſſertion; for in all her productions, 
when any thing is to be framed more 
excellent than ordinary, ſhe makes it a 
Female, Thus the Eagle, the nubleſt 
of Birds, and Queen of all the winged 
Troops, is never found a Male, And 
the wondrous Phenix (to which the 
World is too poor to yield e) is 
related by the Zgyprians to 
the Female Sex. But on the 
The King of Serpents, who 
call the Baſil;sk, the moſt mortal df all 
poiſons, is alwayes, and cannot but be 
a Aale, as the more proper receptacle of 
venome and : deftruQive - qualities. 
Whereas the Excellency and agen 
e thus other ſwcet-nater'd Sex, which 
Bats we 
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Female Pre-eminence, 
we here recommend, is hence abun- 
dantly manifeſt, in that all thoſe black 
crimes and crying enbrmities which in- 
cenſe Heaven, and infeſt Earth, derive 
their pedigree from Men. Adam the 
frff Ilan, firſt lockt up the Gates of Pa- 

,. fadiſe, and by preſuming to tranſgreſs 
the Law of his Maker, rendredall us 
his unhappy Foſterity obnoxious to ſin, 
and conſequent!y entituled to the wages 
thereof, death, And his firſt-bors Jon 
unlockt the Gates of Hell; firſt of all 
introducing that infernal Train, &x+y, 
Murder, Paracide and Deſpair into the 
World, The firſt that ventured on 
Polygamy was Lamech; the firſt Drun- 
eh; the firſt ſetter up both of 
Wand dolatry, Nimrod, that 
Unter, who thereby at once 
his cruelty both on body and 
Mien they were that ß5rſt eſta- 
dhe a commerce with the Regions of 
darkneſs, by treat ing and making com- 
pacts with infernal ſbirits, and inventing 
prophane Arts. Men they were whoſe
